Mimy eyes wore opened to a true, 
appreciation of pood music la.-: niplii 
if one might judge from the «v*rm of 
applause- which rang throtigh the Con- 
vocation Hall m M»o K. V. C. -Jart nipht 
The speaker, Percy A Scholes. knew 
wlin* he wished to Mty and he said it 
with .1 dry humour which kept every- 
one on the qul-vtvo and which showed 
that he was an orator h s well fi -s a 
musician. 

The speaker whs introduced by V»r. 
i'errin. Dean of uhc Faculty of Music, 
who f.atod that t.he speaker was a 
graduate of Oxford and told of she im- 
pression which he made here eleven 
years ago wher. he spoke on "The 
Gcdâon Are of British Music" YTitÏHMlt 
further introduction. Mr. Seho'os he- 
pan his speech by contradicting the 
subject which his press agent 'had an- 
nounced and saying that he would 
speak on "Music Unfettered." The 
cas: of H.t,ip.nd:ng concerts in the old 
days was prohibitive to all t»ut the 
most wealthy clashes hu: now near y 
everyone is capable of having 
good. nay. the best music To 
then- names through the gramo- 
phone, the player piano and tie 
radio. Tie common feeling with re- 
gard to music is that a man must be- 
gin with bad. proceed to better and 
finally arrive at '-he best music. To 
prove this theory utterly wrong 
Mr. Sc-holes played a most, beau- 
tiful '-waltz" by the famous 
German composer Brahm and. without 
doubt everyone in the hall understood 
i: and appreciated its simple beauty. 

Music may be divided into two great 
classes, simple and complex and these 
in turn may be themselves divided into 
good and bad. The reason a mar, 
dow not like a piece is not (because It 
is bad but because it is too complex 
for Ms comprehension. Everyone car. 
appreciate Handel's "Sarjro" and Lo- 
hergrin». "Wedding Maroh" when they 
are first played but everyone cannot 
understand the camplejtiiieE involved 
in one of Bach's fuguer 

The firs: thing necessary to appre- 
ciate a fugue or another complex piece 
of music it to be able to distinguish 
between two parts In order to illus- 
trate his remarks Mr. Scholes played 
. piece of <hie own composition with 
hir right 'hand while with bis left he 
play ed such well -known pieces sus "God 
Save the King." "O wfnere, Q where 
is my little dog gone" etc. leaving it 
to the audience to differentiate be- 
tween the two parts. He then played 
a "Pufbie" by Bach on the player-pi- 
ano played by, Harold Samuel, the 
best performer of the present day. Mr. 
S choies jKiintfcd out the places where 
repetition ocjured. wh«r. the tenor 
c:;me in and w-heo the batif! comrnenc- 
ijd. He showçd the development of the 
fjherne. whore the -genius of the groat 
master; Bach displayed itself: He 
pointed out how the form of the fu^ue 
woe not a hard and rigid rule but how 
i ;;ave way and relaxed according as 
the computer desired. 

The necessity of a form was shown 
nihen the speaker uune to describe 
•the "Sonata" that piece made up of 
many pieces, Haw impossible are the 
.two extremes! Too many repetition* 
f. frightful bore, no repotWpiw) let' 
everyone a' u<» there being no con- 
Unuity. T-heroCorc something inter- 
mediate had to be chosen. Thus the 
need of a form. Thon followed a 
glorious sonata by JJcui.hoven which 
showed the three distinct themes the 
brooding Beethoven» the caic -free and 
happy Beetiovon ajid the rcfpciUoua 
Beethoven The piece showed Uhc mus- 
ter's talent in Introducing orchestra 
aocoui panlniein into his work. 

Mr, Scholee.'then .summed up this lec- 
ture in Uhc two great points. First 
that I here were three people nexetsury 
for a musical composition, the ' com- 
poser the performer and the listener. 
The composer and performer boUi 
Worked hard to perfect thoir art 
Shoii d not the lintoner try to xain 
some knowledge of this art. «f '.he 
various periods, composer/i and types 
in order to appreciate this art,

knowledge of technicalities would make 
a great musician and Uh/U a great 
musician could not be bi/und in by 
technical pont;,.
